“The Battle of Heikoutai” for con- 
venience; but Oyama de- 
signates it with more regard for 
correctness, “The Battle in the 
Vicinity of Heikoutai.” As we have 
said there can be no question now 
who was the final victor. It is not

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THE MIXED COURT. 


Bré February. 

Tum remarkable and most unsatis- 
factory judgment rendered by Mr. 
Huang Hsuen, the magistrate, and 
Mr, Twyman, the British assessor, 
in the Mixed Court.on Wednesday 
does not seem to have attracted the 
attention it deserves, The notorious 
Vah Kah-der is at the head of a 
piratical organisation in Shanghai 
which kas been robbing on a large 
scale in Shanghai for years, and has 
never hesil at murder when it 
acented danger. The police suc- 
ceeded in. arresting two important 
members of the gang, Sung Kung- 
fob and Ling Ching-chee, and they 
were taken to the Mixed Court for 
trial, The police produced some 
letters from ah Kah-der to 
these two men warning them that 
the officers of the law were on their 
track, and they must look out for 
themselves, These documents were 
deposited with the Court at its 
request, and at the next hearing the 
magistrate, who is not well regarded 
by the law-abiding Chinese in the 
Settlements, blandly announced that 
these incriminating documents were 
mislaid or lost, In the absence of 
this necessary evidence on Wednes- 
day, the magistrate decided, with 
the acquiescence, which seems to us 
unaccuuntable, of the British assessor, 
to release the men upon their giving 
security satisfactory to the Court, 
This cannot but be regarded as a 
most lamentable failure of justice, 
throwing another blot on the 
fame of the magistrate, for it 
must be remembered that at the 
hearing on Taseday the assessor 
admitted that he had seen the letters 
and that they had been deposited 
with the Court, and the magistrate 
“appenl . 
warning Sung.” What inducement 
was held out to cause these letters to 
disappear? 

The difficulty the police have in 
completing a case against the asso- 
ciates of arobber like Vah Kab-der, 
who has the command of plentiful 
fands and. who has established a 
reign of terror over those who might 
give evideuce against him, is exsily 
understood, and ib should be the 
earnest care of the Mixed Court 
to do everything consistent with 
justice to assist the police in put- 
‘ting down so dangerous and ruthless 
acrimival. There must be an

OUR SELF-DEFENCE. 


Srd February. 
Irwas adictum of Lord Palmer- 
ston, one of the most patriotic and 
common-sensible statesmen that 
ever filled the post of Prime Min- 
ister, that- the community that did 
not do its utmost to defend itself 
was not worth defending. The 

speech made on Wednesday evenii 
by the Chairman of the Council, 
. F. Anderson, the full text of 
which will be found elsewhere, seems 
to indicate that Shanghai, and we 
speak of course for the Anglo-Saxon 
community here, is not doing its 
utmost for its own defence, Sir 
John Fisher's naval reforms have 
made it more necessary than ever 
that we should have a large and 
well-trained force of volunteers here, 
and that out of the large number 
of foreigners here we should only 
be able to muster 611 men all told 
is decidedly regrettable. We should 
have a permanent strength of at 
least one thousand, as we had at the 
time of the Boxer troubles, and there 
must be at least four hundred youn; 
men here who have never joined 
the ranks, and who ought to join the 
ranks, There is no place in the 
world where more inducements are 
held out to young men to do what 
they ought to feel to be their duty; 
and, as Mr, Anderson said, “the 
force of public opinion should make 
it incumbent on every young man 
in the community to Bean eficient 
volunteer for five years. Ib would 
be good both for the men them- 
selves and or the community 
generally, if we had a system which 
might be described as ‘compulsory 
volunteering’ for all our young men : 
of course, I mean moral compulsion.” 
We are courting disaster sooner 
or later if our defensive force, which 
is a menace to none but -doers, 
does not increase proportionately with 
the growth of Shanghai. The men 
who do not join the Volunteers be- 
cause they think things will go on all 
right without their giving themselves 
any trouble, do not realise the extent 
of life and property that there is 
to be protected here; and we never 
know when the services of our 
Volunteers may be wanted to 
reinfores our first line of defence, 
the police. We appeal especially to 
the British and American young men 
‘of Shanghai, because they come from 
countries where there is no conscrip- 
tion, and because the Settlement 
north of the Yangkingpang was 
known for years as the Anglo-Ameri- 
can Settlement, which indeed it 
originally was. Our German fellow- 
residenta are practically all trained

it would be impossible to get =

The responsibility of| 
the authorities befure the law is 
promised absolutely, but the value 
of the pledge cannot be estimated 
uotil we know what measures the 
Council of Ministers will take to 
give effect to it, But the other 
promises are not of this gene 
character, The limitation of the 
rights of private persons by the anti- 
Nihilist ordinances is sti!l to be per- 
mitted “in cases where the actual 
sxf-ty of the Sate is threateaed.” 
Where, therefore, the safety of the 
State is threatened, everything may 
go on as before. The authorities 
will again exercise their discretionary 
powers, and again be protected 
inst an} lings taken against 
them by tho sufferers. But who is 
to decide when the safety of the 
State is threatened? The Council 
of Ministers is responsible to none 
but the Sov.reign who appoints 
them, The Press might seem to 
be better off, were it not for the 
very suspicious definition given of 
its function, Why is it to be free? 
In order to make it the true inter- 
pee of “reasonable strivings for 
‘Russia's advant»ge.” It will still 
rest with the Council of Ministers to 
determine whether the strivings in 
nestion are to the advantage of 
Ruwia, and, even if they are, whether 
they are so expre-sed as to deserve 
the title of reasonable.” 

‘As the telegraph announced to 
us at the time, whatever there was 
encouraging in the Czar’s decree wus 
neutralised by the official proclama- 
‘tion insued the next day, in which 
the Zemstva were told that if they 
took up the question of reform at 
their meetings—which it was no part 
of their duty to do,—their proceedings 
must not be discussed in the news- 

in public meetings, in town 
ounels, of by the students.

Nor bas it provided any new 
machinery for bringing the wants of 
the Russian people to the Czars 
knowledge. He is still the omnis- 
cient and omuipotent autocrat, know- 
ing by instinct whad it is necessary, 
todo, and alone having the right or 
the power to doit. But what reason 
is there to suppose that he possesses 
this knowledge? We know of none, 
and we greatly doubt whether the 
Russian people are any better in- 
formed. Unfortunately, the Czar's 
past gives them no encouragement. 
Nobody doubts that he wishes to 
promote the welfare of his people, 
but his ideas of what really promotes 
that welfare seem to be gathered 
alternately from the two sections 
which make up his Cabinet. He is 
all for reform one day and all for 
repression the and next, when the 
Imperial d-cree is examined, it is 
evident that it merely prolongs the 
struggle between the two pariies in 
the Ministry for the control of the 
Czar's initiative. It promises reforms 
and provides fur their coming to 
nothing in consecutive sentences. 
The conflict is not ended ; it is only 
adjourned.” 

The “Economist” sees little hope

Three local “rows” bvo created. 
diversions in Canton since I last wrote 
you, The first was «clash between the 
Jooal police and the shopkeepers. To 
summarise many rumours into a concrete 
statement, the police tried to arrest, aud 
in doing so roughly hundled, some assiat- 
‘nts in « shop, whom they believed to be 
guilty of s breach of the local law. Th 
arrest was resented and opposed, and the 
consequence was blows, during the process 
of which some persons were wounded. 
‘Howover, the supposed lawbreakers were 
Protected, and the police, in high dud- 
goon, wont to seek reinforcements. Mean- 
while the news spread like wildfire, and 
all the Western—that is the most in- 
fluential part of the city—was up in arms 
‘Tue peopleshowed their displeasure in the 
usual way, and orders were issued which 
wore swiftly obeyed, that the gates of 
the streets be clused, and thas all the 
shops be closed thoughout the aggrieved 
wards. For three days all this section of 
Canton looked as if it were keeping Now 
Years Day, except that no brilliant 
sorvlls were hauging in view, and the 
people stood silent and grim in front of 
their shops. Officials were seut to miti- 
te the auger of the populace and in- 
luce them to produce the supposed 
culprits; but all their appeals wer 
unavailing, Aftor three days of useless 
‘confabulation, and increased obstinacy ou 
the part of the people, the officials ga 
way, aud everything and everybody fell 
into the usual routine, It is well known 
that the Chinese in their cities hold this 
power and will not let it go, and when 
they are determined to exercise it the

He at once 
took the matter up and examined into 
the case and after small local official 
had been to the scone of the “row” it 
was decided that the temple keeper should 
indemnify the Japancse for the loss of the 
cooking utensils. So the affair was set- 
tled But the evil results will not pass 0 
quickly, for, as the editor of the native 
paper says, Chins has even come to this 
that the Japanese can maltreat the people, 
and then can claim an indemnity for the 
loss of a few pots and pans.

This is the time of the year for prise- 
giving and speech-making, when sehools 
and colleges release their students from 
the grind of the term, for the freedom of 
vacation life. In this regard the usages of 
the West have been introduced into 
China. To-day the Canton Christian 
College has bee the centre of festivitics, 
and though the place is yet but in its 
infancy, there was a good gathering and 
much enjoyment. The institution, which 
owes its inception, 1 believe, to the late 
Dr. Happer, and its existence to the 
munificeuce of the American people, is 
‘even yet compelled to content itself with 
temporary buildings, This year a very 
commodious site was bout four 
miles from Canton, and the permanent 
buildings, when completed, will strike the 
visitors coming up the river, as very fine 
and quite in harmony with the large

High-Handed Proceedings. 
‘The soaling up of the stores on an 
oversea arrival, the Queen Helena, on 
the 11th of November last, has created 
quite a storm in local Customs circles. 
‘Tho steamer arrived in the Bay towards 
4pm, and in accordance with the usual 
procedure, the official on duty put her 
stores under seal. Whilst this operation 
was taking place the master, from his 
own statement, appears to have com- 
plained that thero was nothing left out 
for his crew's toa and breakfast. He was 
told an officer would be at the town wharf, 
whither the ship was going, to break 
the seal and issue such ‘stores us wore 
required. Tho vessel arrived at the wharf, 
after office hours and all the Customs 
officials save ono had gone home, and he 
dcolined to loave his station on a China 
, oF lend his seal. In consequence 
the crew of the Helena wore kept 
without food for some twenty hours. Tho 
mastor sont in a complaint to head- 
quartors and some days afterwards, pro- 
ceeding the meanwhile to another port, 
reosived the official explanation. The 
ship's agents, however, published the 
master’s complaint with the rosult that 
the Minister took action, and called for 
an inguiry. As a rosult ‘of the inquiry, 
the Ministor finds that x deplorable want 
of intelligence has been shown by the 
officers concerned, and amongst them are 
one or two well up towards the top of the 
treo; thereby roflocting discredit on the 
administration of the department.

The Dean Poisoning Case. 
‘Memories of this case, which croated such 
exci 1895 have been 
revived by the release of George Dean, 
who bas served nine out of sentence of 
fourteen years in Goulburn Gaol. Dean 
who was a young man of twonty-soven 
years and employed ona Sydney ferry- 
boat was, in 1895, arrested on a charge of 
attempted poisoning of his wife. He was 
tried before the late Justice Windeyer, 
convicted, and sentenced to death. The 
trial, which was a prolonged one, created 
great interest in Australia, and among the 
general public there was much difference 
of opinion as to his guilt, The jury re- 
commended the prisoner to merey, partly 
on account of his youth, and also because 
on more than one occasion he had rescued 
people from drowning in the harbour. 
Immediately after his conviction an 
agitation was started to obtain an 
investigation into the case, on the ground 
that an innocent man was being 
convicted, and that the wholo case was 
® grave miscarriage of justice. The com- 

















8] mission was granted, and as a result 


Dean was sot at liberty within throe 
months of his conviction. During this 
interval his solicitor Mr. Meagher had 
beon returned to Parliament, and ho ii 
the Assombly referred to tho case, his 
remarks tending to leave certain impros- 
sions on the public with regard to Mr. 
Justice Windeyor, Other matters were 
also brought to light and a statement 
made in the Council by Sir Julian Salo- 
mons was replied to by Mr. Meagher. 
Dean, thereupon, swore an affidavit that 
there was no foundation for the state- 
ment which had beon made, that he had 
d he 
protested his innocence. Later in. the 
same year Dean was brought to trial on 
charge of having made a false declaration, 
and received a sentence of fourteen years’ 
imprisonment. His solicitor Meagher 
was struck off the rolls, and his readmis- 
sion has since been twice refused by the 
fall Court. On the occasion of his last 
application, the hope was extended him 
that a similar request next year may be 
more successful.

Another spectacle which will d 
‘thousands of. children for many weoks 
to come has been produced at the:

never been seen before, and one can well 
believe the announcement of the manage- 
mont that it has cost ten thousand 
pounds to produce. 

The Distress. 

There are undoubted signs of the be- 
ginning of a revival of trade ; but in the 
meantime the distress through lack of 
employment is far more severe and wide- 
spread than it has been for many 
winters past.

The cost of the rearmament is 
estimated at something like three and a- 
half millions and therefore no-one 
can blame the authorities for taking 
a reasonable time to determine 
folly what was tho best weapon 
to employ before undertaking this ex- 
penditure ; but the time that has elapsed 
before putting the work in hand seems a 
little beyond what is reasonable. The 
taxpayers will not be ploased at a furth« 
addition to the cost of our army, which 
has much more than doubled itself since 


















we must all acknowledge that thi 
absolutely. necessary expenditure, and 
‘wo must hope that in compensation econo- 
mies will be effected in other directions, 
Lord Roberts contributes to the current 
number of the “ Nineteenth Century” » 
remarkable article in which, incidentally, 
he dwells on this need of improved guns, 
and expreses the opinion that the now 
arms will be equal to, if not better than, 
those of any other Power.

‘ising the Prese to direct public 
n; for they have newspapers in 
Peking, Tientsin, Shanghai, and ol 
where, all in the Chinese language, not 
only giving their own views of Japan, 
but also of Western civilisation. 

‘The Commercial Press at Shanghai, we 
are told by the Chinese Rocorder, 
become a great publishing. house, and 
tesuing & great number of books that will 
be very helpful to the new educational 
reform wi is revolationising the 
schools of Chins. 
through some of the publications of 
enterprising firm, and I do not hesit 
pronounce them exceedingly good in 
both matter and style. It looks as if 
the native Press was going to take the 
publication of this class of books into 
its own hands, and thus deliver the mis- 
aries from = burden which has 
hitherto been resting on their shoulders.

I have now the pleasure to lay before you the Accounts of the 
Recreation Fund for the year 1904. 

Income and Expenditure.—The income for the past year amounted 
to Tls. 3,778.79 against an expenditure of Tls. 3,783.49; the sum at 
the disposal of the Trustees for 1905 will be the same as in the past 
year, viz., TIs. 2,500/2,600. 

Loans.—On the 31st March the sum of Tls. 5,000 was withdrawn 
from the Municipal Council’s loan of Tls. 40,000 and handed to the 
Shanghai Cricket Club, in order to assist the latter in constructing 
their new Pavilion ; the correspondence with reference to this loan 
appeared in the Report for 1903. 

New Recreation Ground.—Although the arrangements for provid- 
ing additional space have passed out of the hands of the Trustees into 
the Municipal Council’s, it is thought that the subject will prove of 
general interest to the public, if the progress made in this matter is 
placed on record in the Fund’s Annual Report, especially as the Fund 

. has been interested in the furthering of the scheme, and the bulk of 
its Capital lent for the purpose. Shortly after the last Report was 
issued the Trustees were given to understand that owing to the many 
calls on the Municipal Funds, no immediate forward movement in 
developing the New Park was contemplated; the Trustees accordingly 
decided to offer the whole of the Fund’s net income for 1904 towards 
assisting the Municipal Council to make a start ; they were enabled to 
do this as there were no particular calls likely to be made on the Fund 
during the year, and the sum of Tis. 2,500 was placed at the disposal 
of the Council, if the latter would undertake to disburse an equal sum ; 
this was duly agreed to and a commencement was made during the 
summer to develop the land, on the plans which were obtained from 
home, and which appeared in the Municipal Budget for 1904. 
Considerable progress has been made during the last six months, a 
large area having been well raised, and consequently the ground will 
be available for use after heavy rains, much earlier than the interior of 
the Race Course which has never been properly raised. 

Trustees.—Mx. J. L. Scott having resigned his Trusteeship in 
December, as he was leaving Shanghai for Europe, the vacancy has 
been filled by Mr. H. A. J. Macray.
